MAINLAND ASSIZES. 

The Herald comes to the rescue of 
its masters. It is of opinion that if the 
" Bill for the Better Administration of 
Justice " hail become law the unreadi- 
ness of the Crown in the matter of the 
Lillooet murders would have been 
avoided. The Bill in question provid- 
ed for the appointment of two addi- 
tional Supreme Court Judges, and the 
residence of three out of five Judges on 
the Mainland. That was all. I t did 
not propose to fill an empty head with 
brains, and were f. baker's dozen of 
Judges added to the present list they 
could not rouse a laggard Attorney- 
General, who prefers the sweets of life 
at the Capital to "roughing it" on 
Circuit on the Mainland, to a sense of 
his duty. The Bench of British Col- 
umbia needs no reformation. It is hon- 
est, intelligent, impartial and ener- 
getic. The Bill was a superfluity. It 
commenced at the wrong end. To in- 
sure " The Better Administration of 
Justice" an Attorney -General who 
knows his duty and is not ashamed or 
afraid to do it is required. Mr. Har- 
rison, who represents the Crown on 
the Mainland, is a very young man of 
no experience whatever, and his mod- 
esty in declining to take the cases at 
Lillooet is to be commended. Unless 
a special Assizes be proclaimed the 
men will be kept in gaol until the 
ragged edge of November; witnesses 
may die or leave the country, and the 
chances of conviction — bo the prison- 
ers ever so guilty — will be lessened. 
We can discern not a single redeeming 
feature in the whole affair. The Crown 
has failed to do its duty, and the ends 
of justice may be defeated in conse- 
quence.

A few days ago a young man was 
arrested in Hamilton, Canada, on a 
charge of stealing postage stamps from 
an insurance company by which he 
was employed. After his arrest some 
one sent a letter to the Hamilton 
Times, in which the following para- 
graph occurred: 

"The young man, Percy Appleton, who 
i3 charged with stoaling postage stamps, 
has been working for the magnificent sum 
of §4 per week. Out of this liberal sti- 
pend has had to come room rout, washing, 
meals, and tho little necessary extras to 
keep his end up with the boys. Tho 
struggle to make ends meet and keep up 
a respectable exterior and a comfortable 
interior has been noticed and commented 
upon by his more intimate friends. Is it 
surprising that the young man should 
have yielded to temptation? It would 
have been had he remained honest. 
Tho Insurance Company should be cen- 
sured and the young man punished for not 
stealing more." 

The London Advertiser, commenting 
on the remarkable sentiments con- 
tained in the letter, says: "Briefly 
the writer's position is just this: 
That an employer has no right to fix 
tho salary of an employe, that being 
left solely to the the employe. If what 
is offered is not deemed sufficient a 
man is allowed to agree to work for 
it, reserving to himself the privilege of 
supplementing his salary by such pick- 
ings and stealings as may suit him. 
The logic of this is very bad, but the 
morality is a great deal worse. But 
there is a moral attached to the letter, 
which, perhaps, tho writer of it did not 
see. That moral is that it is very poor 
economy to give people positions cf 
trust on starvation salaries, and we are 
of opinion that the majority of employ- 
ers do not do so.'' 



THE REV EX EE. 



The Toronto Globe quotes from offi- 
cial and unofficial returns to show that 
the revenue from customs imports is 
rapidly and steadily shrinking. The 
official returns for March 14 to April 
30 show a falling off §547,499 as com- 
pared with 1878. In May, for which 
month there have been as yet no offi- 
cial returns published, the receipts at 
the principal ports bIiow that the loss 
went on nearly at the same rate. The 
receipts during that month at the nine 
ports at which nearly all of our rev- 
enuo from Customs is received, were 
§155,064 less than the receipts for the 
corresponding month of 1878. When 
tabulated the returns for June, so far 
as now obtained, show the following 
startling results:—

MUNICIPAL BYLA'W. 

A Bylaw to prohibit the erection of Wooden 
Buildings within certain Fire Limits 
within the City of Victoria : 

1. That such part of tho City bounded 
on the North by Johnson street, on tho 
South by Fort street, on the East by 
Broad stroot and on tho West by tho 
Water Frontage bo hereby declared with- 
in tho Firo Limits of the City of Victoria. 
Tho centre of Johnson to centre of Fort, 
from centre of Broad shall be limits re- 
ferred to abovo. 

2. All Buildings hereafter erected with- 
in tho Firo Limits shall have their outside 
Walls and party Walls made of Brick, 
Stono or other incombustible material and 
such outsido Walls shall extend four feot 
above Wall Plato of Roof, and party Walls 
shall also extend to samo height abovo 
Wall Plato of Roof. Roofs shall bo cov- 
ered with such material as will afford pro- 
tection against Fire and tho Walls shall 
bo so constructed a3 to separate all Wood 
Work thoroughly and completely of tho 
interior and exterior of such Building 
from all and every part of tho interior and 
exterior of any adjoining Building. If 
tho apex of Roof should excoed tho height 
of Firo Walls, then tho Roof must bo 
covered with such material as will afford 
protection against Firo. In tho caso of 
Gables the "Walls aro to bo carried up to 
the full height of tho Apex of said Roof. 
Tho term Building, as applied in this 
Section, shall not include Privies or 
Sheds for storage of Coal, Wood or Wharf 
Sheds. 

3. All Repairs to Buildings constructed 
of brick, stono, or other incombustible 
materials, shall be made to conform to 
this Ordinance. 

4. Tho Wooden Building within the 
said Fire Limits shall not be altered or 
changed without tho written permission of 
the Chief Engineer of the Victoria Fire 
Department, approved by a majority of 
tho Firo Wardens, which permit shall 
specify fully the alterations or changes re- 
quired, and no such permit shall be given 
if any increaso will be made by the pro- 
posed change or alteration in the size of 
any Wooden Building within the said 
Limits, or if such repairs or alterations 
will increase the value of such building 
more than Twenty-five per cent. The ap- 
plications therefor and a copy of each of 
such permits shall bo kept on file in the 
office of tho City Clerk. 

5. No Building within the said Fire 
Limits shall be removed except to a por- 
tion of the samo lot on which it stands or 
to a point outside the Fire Limits. 

0. Whenever any building shall be by 
any means so much injured as to be, in 
the judgment of the Chief Engineer and 
a majority of the Firo Wardens, a dan- 
gerous nuisance, or when any Wooden 
Building within the said Fire Limits shall, 
in tho judgment of tho Chief Engineer 
and a majority of the Firo Wardens, bo 
damaged by firo to tho extent of one-half 
or more of its actual value, tho Chief En- 
gineer shall cause to be served upon the 
owner or person having control thereof a 
notice requiring such person to remove 
tho same forthwith, and the person re- 
ceiving such notice shall within ten days 
after receiving the same comply with tho 
requirements theroof. 

7. ' One Story Buildings — Foundations 
to bo not less than eighteen inches in thick- 
ness and not less than eighteen inches 
in the hard clay or gravel, as the case may 
be, brick walls to be not less than twelve 
inches thick. Tiro Story Buildings- 
Foundations to be not less than twenty- 
two inches thick and not less than eigh- 
teen inches in the hard clay or gravel, an 
the case may be. Brick Walls — Ground 
floor to be not loss than seventeen inches 
thick; first floor not loss than twelve 
inches thick. 

8. Any person or persons violating any 
of tho provisions of this Bylaw shall bo 
doomed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
on conviction thereof before tho Police 
Court shall be punished by a fine of not 
less than ten or more than one hundred 
dollars, and each day of maintaining or 
continuing such violation shall bo deemed 
a new offence and punished accordingly. 

9. Tho Chief Engineer of the Victoria 
Firo Department and the Fire Wardens 
are required to Bee that tho provisions of 
this Bylaw aro enforced and to make com- 
plaints in the Polico Court for violation 
thereof. 

10. This Bylaw may be cited for all 
purposes as " The Bylaw for Prohibiting 
the Erection of Wooden Buildings, 1879."

SANGUINARY SCENES—THE TOWN ON FIRE ANU 
MITRAILLEUSES SWEEPING THE STREETS. 



| Exclusive Dispatch to the Colonist.] 

Nkw Yuiik, July 18.- The Newsletter, 
published at Kingston, Jamaica, in its 
issue of July 3rd says : We learn by tho 
steamer Jamacian, which arrived here 
yesterday from l'ort uu Prince, that in 
consequence of a dispute in the House of 
Representatives the brother of tho Presi- 
dent was shot by another member who 
touk offence at. language which had been 
UBed. Molts. Canal, though wounded in 
the arm, returned the fire and shot his 
opponent. There was then general tiring 
in the House and the populace and police 
outside tired into the building. The 
President of the Senato and others were 
shot down. When the Jamacian left 
for this port the Government troops wore 
raking the streets with mitrailleuses. The 
same paper in its issue of July 8th says :

Editor Colonist. — I observe in tho 
Standard of yesterday an item stating 
that the residents on Cowichan river 
had memorialized the Dominion Gov- 
ernment upon the subject of the con- 
tract for clearing that river, which 
memorial contains statements glaringly 
at variance with the truth. Ex: gr. 
That three months have expired since 
the date fixed for the completion of 
the contract, and nothing whatever 
has been done by the Resident En- 
gineer to enforce the terms of contract 
or examine into the loss sustained by 
different individuals. 

The truth is this: On 29th May last 
I addressed a letterto the contractorand 
to his bondsmen, stating that the Govern- 
ment had extended tho time for the 
completion of tho contract, and calling 
upon the former to proceod with the 
work, and to use "all due diligence" to 
see that tho first freshets in the autumn 
carry away the logs cut during tho 
summer. I have had a long correspon- 
dence with thoso settlers who feel that 
they have suffered from the alleged 
neglect of the contracts, pointing out 
that they must look to him and not to 
the Governmant to make good any 
damage which may have been occasion- 
ed by his alleged neglect. 

1 also quoted in my letter to Mr. 
Munro, who appears to have boon tho 
greatest sufferer, but who declined to 
s'ujn the memorial, tho following clauses 
taken from the contract and specifica- 
tion. 

"And the said Joseph Nicholson 
hereby further agrees that he will ex- 
ercise all due care and diligence to 
prevent any damage being done to the 
bridges, weirs and all other property 
situate upon the banks of the river, by 
the floating down of all logs of timber, 
roots anil other obstruction." 

Also, from the specification: "The 
contractor will bo required to exercise 
all due diligence and care not to de- 
stroy the bridges, weirs, ifec., belonging 
respectively to the Provincial Govern- 
ment and the natives." 

It will thus bo apparent that I took 
more than ordinary precautions to pro- 
tect all rights, and my contention with 
the settlers is simply that they must 
look to tho contractor and the law- 
courts for damago.s sustained, and not 
to the Government. 

Had I neglected this precaution they 
might have argued plausibly, if not 
logically, that the Government were 
bound, in consequence of such neglect, 
to make good any damages sustained in 
the carrying out of the work.

Foroign Opinion. 

l 'fu presence of so tragic an end," 
says the Journal des Debats, "we only 
remember one thing — that Prince Louis 
Napoleon was a Frenchman and that 
he died a soldier's death. So we bend 
respectfully before this death as we 
should do before that of every child of 
France who has been struck down 
while fighting for a friendly nation. 
We cannot refrain from the thought 
that the land of Africa is fatal to those 
who bear the name of Napoleon. The 
First Napoleon died at St. Helena in 
tho custody of an English gaoler, and 
now- this one. perishes at the age of 
twenty-three, in the service of England 
pierced by the assegai of a Zulu. The 
Teine.i says: -The hopes of tho most de- 
clared and resolute enemies of the He- 
public were concentrated in the Prince, 
who was the last incarnation of the 
Imperial legend. The Bonapartists 
were at the bottom much divided. 
Somo of them were Clericals, others 
Democrats, but the Empire held them 
together, and now they will disperse. 
The disappearance of the Bonapartist 
party in the country has at its necessary 
consequence, the allaying of excitement. 
The nation having no more to fear 
that it may bo arrested on its road by 
adventurous attempts, can avoid all im- 
patience and anger, and it is thus that 
the death of the heir of Napoleon III. 
becomes a national event. 

"In the presence of death," says the 
Moniteur, "universal political divisions 
should be silent. As for ourselves, we 
do not hesitate to bow respectfully be- 
fore tho coffin of him who was the 
Prince Imperial. Nor do wo hesitate 
to incline before the mourning of the 
woman thrice sanctified by misfortune 
who has borne the title of Empress of 
the French. There is not a mother in 
France — and we may add there is not 
a man of heart — whom her sorrow does 
not strike and her grief does not touch. 

Mornontoos of a Groat Disaster. 

A correspondent at Isandula writes: 
" Wandering about the desolate camp, 
amid the sour odour of stale death, was 
sickening. 1 chanced on many sad 
relics — letters from home, photographs, 
journals, blood-stained books, packs of 
cards, Lord Chelmsford's copying book, 
containing an impression of his corres- 
pondence with the Horse Guards, was 
found in one of his portmanteaus and 
identified in a kraal two miles off. Col. 
Harness was busily engaged collecting 
his own belongings. Col. Glyn found a 
letter from himself to Lieut. Melville, 
dated the day before the fight. Tho 
ground was strewn with brushes, toilet 
bags, pickle bottles, and unbroken tins 
of preserved meats and milk. Forges 
and bellows remainod standing ready 
for the recommencement of work. The 
waggons in every case had been emp- 
tied and tho contents rifled. Bran lay 
spilt in heaps. Scarcely any arms were 
found and no ammunition. There were 
a few stray bayonets and assegais, 
rusted with blood. No fire-arms. I 
shall offer a few comments on the Isan- 
dula position. Had the world been 
searched for a position offering the 
easiest facilities for being surprised 
none could have been we'll found to 



surpass it. The position seems to of- 
fer a premium on disaster, and asks to 
be attacked. In the rear laagered wag- 
gons would have discounted its defects; 
but the camp was more defenceless 
than an English village. Systematic 
scouting could alone have justified such 
a position, and this too clearly could 
not have been carried out. I much 
wish wo had remained on the ground 
long enough to remove every evidence 
of the combat, bring back or destroy 
all the waggons, and construct a re- 
doubt in the neighbourhood to be held 
permanently by a strong detachment of 
infantry. The moral effect of this would, 
I think, have been great, and 1 should 
have been pleased had a cavalry brig- 
ado carried out a more extended opera- 
tion and at least have chevied the Zulu 
out of tho Umquoto Mountain, but 
Marshall was under engagement with 
Newdigate to risk little and to join 
him early in anticipation of a speedy 
advance.

GREAT BRITAIN.

PACIFIC SLOPE. 
San Francisco, July 18. — Geo. F. 
Bragg.a Front street merchant, and I. S. 
Hoyt, a stockbroker, died this morn- 
ing.

"show it up" in its utter foolishness.

TURKEY. 
Constantinople, July 18. — The 
Sultan has refused to accept tho re- 
signation of the Kharddin Pasha as 
Grand Vizier. A crisis nevertheless 
exists. The Grmin appointing Prince 
Tewfik Khedivo of Egypt has been sub- 
mitted to tho Sultan. It is understood 
that it confirms all the rights formerly 
enjoyed by the ex-Khedive excepting 
the right of concluding treaties. 

BELGIUM. 
Brussels, July 18. — A former 
clerical agent named Van Harme was 
arrested for posting a placard threat- 
ening the life of the king. 

UNITED STATES. 

New York, July 18. — John Hope, 
convicted of robbing the Manhattan 
Savings Bank of S3,000,000jin securities 
and cash, ha3 been sentenced to the 
State prison for 20 years.

Weslcyan 2nd, Cornell 3rd. 



FAITHFUL ENGINEER PRITCH- 
ARD. 



Ho Savod tho Slooplnar Passongors and 
Liod at tho Post of Duty. 



The heroic part taken by the engin- 
eer, B. F. Pritchard, in the accident on 
the Pittsburg division of the Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad, between Confluence 
and Cumberland, recently, deserves to 
be immortalized. Ho saw just ahead 
a large piece of rock that had rolled 
down the mountain on to the track. 
Quick as thought he sprang from his 
seat, without relaxing his hold on the 
throttle, jammed it shut and put on 
the air brakes. The next instant the 
engine went grinding and crashing 
over the rock, was thrown from tho 
track and turned over and over. When 
tho train men and passengers reached 
the battered wreck which a few mo- 
ments before had been a splendid piece 
of machinery, the form of the brave 
engineer was found standing erect, as 
if his engine was running smoothly 
over the rails. One hand was holding 
the throttle and the other the handle 
of the air brake valve, with a clutch 
that could not be loosed. His lips were 
pressed closely together and his face 
wore a determined but anxious look, 
and penetrating his side was the pol- 
ished iron handle of the reverse bar. 
The engine, in turning over, had 
pressed him against the bar, and he 
had died at his post of duty. That the 
engineer's action was successful in put- 
ting on the air brakes is known, for it 
saved tho train from wreck, and its 
sleeping human freight from death. 
Whether ho succeeded in throwing back 



the reverse bar is not known, for 
though it was not reversed when the 
crash was over it might have been be- 
fore. It is probable that ho saw all 
that he could do between the brief mo- 
ment of the discovery and the collision 
was to close the throttle and hold the 
air valve open long enough to insure 
the patent brake a full supply of con- 
densed air. — Cumberland ( Md.) News. 

THE EMPRESS EUGENIE. 



How She Received, tho Nows of Her 
Son's Death. 



[London Daily Telegraph, June 21. J 

Camden House, Chiselhurst, always 
somewhat gloomy and doleful in ap- 
pearance, had early yesterday aftornoon 
resumed the moro mournful appearance 
which it had worn noarly seven years 
ago when the Emperor Napoleon died. 
Now, as then, the blinds were closely 
drawn ; police slowly pacing backward 
and forward in front of the entrances 
repelled the curiosity of strangers, car- 
riages filled with friends arrived at the 
gates, and ladies and gontlomen attired 
in black, first of all signing their 
names in a book at the lodge, passed 
up the dark avenue of trees to offer 
their sympathy to the inmates of tho 
house beyond. At length it came to 
my turn to enter, and passing through 
the curious panel door which opens in- 
to the recoption room of Camden place, 
I found tho Due do Bassano waiting to 
receive mo. As he read the telegraphic 
despatch, which told of the Prince's 
death and the finding of the body, ho 
nearly gave way to tho intensity of his 
feelings, protesting the while that he 
had had no part in the voyage which 
had terminated so fatally, and that, in- 
deed, it had been undertaken against 
the advice and wish of all tho Prince's 
friends. "But he was so ardent, so 
courageous, and such a capital horse- 
man," His Grace continued, taking 
apparent pride in this last accomplish- 
ment of his youthful chief, he was so 
anxious to be with his comrades of 
Woolwich, and to share their dangers, 
that nothing would persuade him to 
give up the enterprise. The Empress," 
the Due remarked, "learned the news, 
in fact, by an accident last night. Some 
friend of M. Pietri, hearing of the dis- 
aster which had befallen tho Prince, 
wrote him a letter, which he sent by 
rail, warning him to prepare for sad, 
and, indeed, painful intelligence. Some- 
how or other the Empress opened this 
letter, and although unable exactly to 
comprehend its import, feared unhappy 
tidings. She knew her son had been 
ill, and she naturally dreaded to hear 
that he was worse. However, no more 
intelligence came till this morning, 
when Lord Sydney, who had received 
a message from Ltidy Frere, and also 
the command of the Queen, came round 
to communicato tho terrible news to 
the Empress, together with the ex- 
pression of Her Majesty's sympathy. 
I received him, and upon me the duty 
devolved of breaking the fearful news. 
I asked permission to see the Empress, 
who, noticing probably from the expres- 
sion of my countenance that I was 
greatly troubled, begged to know at 
once all I had to tell her. I said 'Mad- 
ame, the Prince is very ill, more dan- 
gerously ill then ho was when we last 
heard.' Immediately Her Majesty ex- 
claimed, 'I will co to him; I must go,' 
to which I replied nothing, and retired. 
A quarter of an hour elapsed and then 
I returned to her. I told her that 
further news had come, which made 
the aspect of affairs still graver. She 
cried out, 'I will go at once; where is 
he ?' To which I replied, 'It is too late, 
Madame,' on hearing which Her Maj- 
esty burst into a flood of tears, exclaim- 
ing, t Mon jils, mon pauvre fits,' and I 
left her," 

1 quitted the hall and went across 
the common forthwith to tho place 
where tho remains of Napoleon III. 
lay. There, as in the old days, the 
Rev. Father Goddard still rules, the 
faithful and trusted counsellor of the 
Imperial House. He had been, as was 
to be expected of one under whose ro- 
ligious care tho Prince had been 
brought up, terribly shocked by the 
sad news, yet to him there came also 
some comfort in the remembrance of 
tho fact that, no matter how busily 
occupied, the Prince never forgot the 
obligations of the Church. "I remem- 
ber," says the good Abbe, " that just as 
His Imperial Highness was going away 
to Zululand I wrote to him reminding 
him of the duties which the Church 
imposed at that season of the year, and 
begging him to' remember these, even 
though he might be otherwise busily 
engaged. His letter to me was one I 
shall never forget. He expressed somo 
surprise at my having thought that 
he could by any possibility be unmind- 
ful of the calls of the Church, and next 
morning — on the day of his departure 
— he came round to me, confessed, took 
the Holy Sacrament very shortly after 
seven o'clock, and kissing his father's 
tomb, departed. I think that the 
chain round his neck bore a scapel and 
a piece of wood of a True Cross. 
There was a locket attached to it, too, 
but for the rest I cannot speak with 
certainty. All I know is that he left 
with every impression of religious and 
happy confidence. He did not once 
think of the danger which might come 
to him. His whole mind was set upon 
going. Some endeavored to dis 
suade him from the enterprise; but he 
insisted upon carrying it out, and I do 
not think that even the command of 
his nearest friends to stay at home 
would have weighed with him. Sev- 
eral times after he went away he wrote 
home the most charming letters, all full 
of hopefulness. And it is strange that 
only this very morning a letter was 
received from an officer named Bigg, a 
friend of the Prince, saying how splen- 
didly ho behaved, how glad they all 
were to have him there, and how care- 
ful they should bo that no harm should 
come to him." Speaking of the Emp- 
ress, Father Goddard remarked that 
on learning the news from the morning 
papers he went to Camden Place, and 
there found that the empress had been 



already informed of Lor terrible less. 
"She has almost lost her senses," said 
the reverend gentleman — a statement 
which was otherwise unhappily born 
out.
